He reportedly is concerned about the requirement in the ''DCID" fo r all 
SCl-accessed persons to get a defensive security briefing before traveling to a 
Communist or otherwise hostile country. He is said to doubt that such is necessary 
and to question whether Chiefs of Station can arrange for this overseas. 

The particular requirement involved is in the current DCID 1/20, which 
took effect 6 June 1978. Bob Gambino made the presentation to the NFIB on that 
DCID, and was thoroughly conversant with it. Hence that requirement was well 
known to OS at the time the requirement became DCI policy. The requirement 
remained through the two iterations that the Compartmentation Subcommittee did. 
CLA was represented throughout the subcommittee deliberations. So much for the 
administrative background. As for substance, the DCID (and its draft non-DCID 
format successor) leaves to the discretion of SOLCs how they will provide for 

STAI ese defensive security briefings. [jis making an unsupported assumption 
mines that fnene is an inflexible burden involved. dm The intentional silence in the 
document on the "how to'' aspects makes it perfectly permissible for the def ensive 
briefing to be administered by mail, by a variety of personnel, etc. There is no 
requirement in the 'DCID" that the COS administer such a briefing to overseas types. 
I would hope gthat the agency recognizes the need to provide some sort of defensige 
briefing for its personnel before they travel to Communist countries or to countries 
which are clearly hostile to the U.S. So far as I know, there is a regulation on the 


books putting fairly tight controls on travel to¥problem areas by Agency employees. 
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
